¢ HE Affembly of the Deputies of the Can- 
tons at Soluthurn, having confider'd the 
Propofals made by the Ambaffador of 
_ France in.the Speech he made.to them 
the 18th inftant, [See yefterday’s, Courant} 
and which he afterwards explain’d and limited to the 
following Conditions, 1.That the Cantons lying neareft 
the Chablais and the Fauffigniy fhould guard thofe 
Provinces at the Charge of the King of France. 2. That 
bw Majefty’s Troops oould have free Paffage through 
them to and from Italy. 3. That the Duke of Savoy 
foould not be allow'd the like Paffage for his Troops : 
And 4..That the Swifk, in confideration of hw Majefty’s 
extraordinary Complaifance, foould grant himva new 
Levy of a certain number of Men. They refoly’d 


unanimoufly to infift on a-Neutrality for all Savoy ; 


Whereupon Monfieur de Puifieux deliyer'd the fol- 
lowing Memorial to them on the 22d. 


I Am forry to fee, that the more, the .King my 
Matter complies with your Defires, the more you 
affect to make unreafonable Demands: For it feems 
you fet no value on the new Mark of his Confidera- 
tion, which he has given in granting yowthe Favour 
you defir'd of him for the Tract of ,Country ex- 
tended along the Rhine and the Lake of Conftance. 
Norwithftanding all the King can do to difpel the 
Imaginary Fears you are in, of being furrounded 4 
one Potentate, you perfift in requiring a Neutrali 
for all Savoy. I cannot help telling you, that I can 
give you no Hopes on yourDemand ; When you fhall 
ask any thing that is not prejudicial ro the King’s In- 
tereft, I thall readily ufe my beft'Endeavous to pro- 
» cure you Satisfaction ; but when you-peremprori 
infift on Terms that may expofe part of his Majefty’s 
Dominions to the Mercy of his Enemies, and would 
have him quit his Advantages in’ their Favour, all I 
can do is to fend him an Account of your, Demands, 
bur without ‘folliciting him in your behalf, left I 
fhould incur his Majefty’s Difpleafure. Iam fatisfied 
I have tried all the reafonable Methods poffible to 
take off the Fears you thew of being furrounded. I 
can doino more at prefent,but muftwait his Majefty’s 
further Orders. 


The next day, the Diet made a new Deputation 
to this Ambaffador, to fignifie to ,him their Wonder 
and Surprize at the Expreffions he had made ufe of 
in his Memorial, particularly the Word Favour ; and 
to reprefent to him, ,that all the Cantons had de- 
manded of his Majefty for the Security of the Fron- 
tiers of Switzerland, was their inconteftable Righr, 


ftipulated in their Alliances. with him, and founded . 


on theyRights of Nations. The Deputies having ac- 
quitted themfelves of this Commiffiong the Affembly 
broke up, after they-had agreed to wait a few days 
for the King of France’s Refolution touching the 
Neutrality of all Savoy; and that in {the mean time 
every Canton fhould confule what further Meafures 
to take as occafion may require.

"Tis the general Opinion that nothing could have 


forwarded the defird Neutrality, more. than Moen- 


fieur de Puifieux’s laft Memorial ; becaufe ’tis highly 
robable it will incenfe the Cantons of Bern and Fri- 
urg, and make them prefs the other Cantons the 
more vigoroufly, to concur with them in taking pro- 
per Meafures to obtain the faid Neutrality, coft what 
it will, without any Rettrictions. Nay fome flatter 
themfelves, thar the Marquel$ de Puificux has al- 
ready Inftruétions to grant it, and that this Memo- 
rial is a fure Sign of it, becaufe, fay they, it is ufual 
for the French’ to make the moft Blufter, juft when 
they are upon the Point of fubmitting to Terms that 
they dare not.refufe. We are afar that Monfieur 
de Mellarede, the Envoy of Savoy, is preparing ro 
an{wer Monfieur de Pnifieux’s Speech and Memorial. 
That Minifter will go to Lucerne tomorrow, to ule 
further Endeavours to difpofe the Catholick Cantons 
to furnith the Duke of Savoy with 6000 Men, pur- 
{uant to the Alliance between thems but ’tis very 
much, doubted he will not fucceed, no more than the 
French Agent who has defir’d our Canton of Bern to 
fuffer a new Regiment to be rais’d for his Mafter, on 
the following Conditions, 1. That the Men fhall have 
the ancient Pay. 2. That it fhall confift of 3 Batrallions, 
the Officers of the firft 2 to be nominated by the 
King, and the other by our Magiftrates. 3. That all 
the Officers fhall be Natives of this City, and that 
the King for the firft time fhall name the Collonel. 
Bafil, March 1. Nothing of moment has pafs’d 
fince the Diet at Soluthurn broke up, and the De- 
uties return’d to their refpective homes. The Am- 
ffador of France has underhand made the Cantons 
feveral Propofals, among others, that his Mafter will 
be at the Charge of raifing fome Regiments of Swifs, 
to guard Montmelian and part of Savoy. But this 
the Cantons have rejected. 
From the Leiden Gazerte, dated March 11. 
Zurich, March 2. The Marquefs de Puifieux, per- 
ceiving his angry Memorial of the 22d U/t. is like to 
produce ill Effects among the Cantons, to the preju- 
dice of his Mafter’s Intereft ; would fain come off 
again, and endeavours to ingratiate himfelf with the 
Deputies to whom he deliver'd it, pleading, That the 
Expreffions in ic which may give moft Offence, fell 
from him too haftily in the Heat and Hurry of his 
Thoughts ;. That he is fincerely difpos’d to continne 
todo the Cantons all the good Offices he can with 
the King; And that hehas effectually done fo in 
the Difpatches he has fent by Monfieur de Sr. Co- 
lumbe to, his Majefty to acquaint him with their 
Demands. _
